Social workers help address 
pressure on health services 


SOMERSET County Council’s Adult Social Care 
teams are stepping up to help address the pressures 
facing health services across the county. 

Extra social workers have been placed in hospi¬ 
tals since November and are working seven days 
a week alongside health colleagues and families to 
discharge patients. 

Earlier this week, on one day alone, 50 patients 
were discharged from Somerset’s hospitals either 
back to their own homes or into residential or nurs¬ 
ing homes. 

This winter has seen unprecedented pressures on 
the whole health and social care system. The num¬ 
bers of people seeking social care support for dis¬ 
charge from the County’s hospitals was almost 30 
per cent higher in December 2014 than the year 
before. 

As well as assigning extra staff, the council is 
also making more use of optional short term ‘step- 
down’ care home placements. These allow people 
to leave hospital while the details of the right long¬ 


term permanent placement are agreed with the in¬ 
dividual, their families and care providers. This 
could be back to their own home with support or 
adaptations, or to a care home. 

Councillor William Wallace, Somerset County 
Council’s Cabinet member for Adult Social Care, 
said: “We are putting in extra resources and have 
really stepped up our work with health colleagues 
and care providers. These are challenging times for 
the whole system and everyone is working closely 
together to cope with it. 

“When people are medically ready to leave hos¬ 
pital, social care and health staff are making the 
discharges as quickly as possible. But the place¬ 
ments have to be right for the patients and family 
- or they will fail and the patient will be straight 
back into hospital. 

“This is a challenging time, but the right people 
are working closely together to deal with it and my 
thanks go to all those staff working extremely hard 
at this time.” 


County appoints new director of Children's Services 


SOMERSET County Council has appointed a new 
permanent Director of Children's Services. 

Julian Wooster is currently the Director of Chil¬ 
dren's and Adults' Services at Portsmouth City 
Council and will take up his new role in Somerset 
in the spring. 

Councillor John Osman, leader of Somerset 
County Council, said:"Nothing is more important 
than the safety and wellbeing of our children, so 
we've been searching far and wide for the right 
person to lead our children's services on a per¬ 


manent basis. 

"It's well known that there is a national short¬ 
age of Directors of Children's Services so I am 
particularly delighted with the appointment we 
have made. 

"Julian was an outstanding candidate with a 
proven track record and we look forward to wel¬ 
coming him to Somerset." 

Mr Wooster will take over from Rose Collinson 
who has been filling the post of DCS on a tem¬ 
porary basis since November. 


Resident warns of council tax scam emails 


SOUTH Somerset District Council has received 
notification from a resident that a council tax 
scam email is being sent to some residents in 
South Somerset. 

A concerned resident has alerted the council to 
a possible council tax scam. They received an 
email saying they had an unpaid council tax bill 
as a payment hadn't been processed and asking 
them to click on a link to update their records. 

South Somerset District Council does not send 
emails like this and would not ask you to update 
any records in this way. Currently, the council is¬ 
sues formal arrears notices by post, and pay¬ 


ments can be made online via the SSDC website 
www.southsomerset.gov.uk/online-services. 

Councillor Tim Carroll, portfolio holder for Fi¬ 
nance and Spatial Planning, commented: "Coun¬ 
cil tax scams arise periodically, and in this case 
they appear to be asking for information due to 
a failed payment. 

"It is important that you do not respond to the 
email or give them any personal details. The 
council will always contact you direct if your ac¬ 
count falls into arrears." 

It is also advised that residents should not click 
on the link in the scam emails.

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District reaches'major milestone'in Local Plan process 

BUT CONSERVATIVE PARLIAMENTARY CANDIDATE QUESTIONS WHETHER HIGH HOUSING FIGURES ARE NEEDED 


SOUTH Somerset District Council’s Local 
Plan, which will act as a guideline for devel¬ 
opment up until 2028 , has been deemed 
“sound” by a government inspector, subject 
to a series of modifications. 

The council’s received the inspector David Hogger’s 
report on the Local Plan (2006-2028) on January 8th, 
marking a “significant point” in the process of for¬ 
mally adopting the plan. 

The necessary modifications listed in the report are 
the same as those consulted upon by the council in 
March and November 2014, and the document can be 
read in full online at http://bit.ly/17GNjCz 

The report ratifies the council’s objectives to deliver 
15,950 homes and 11,250 jobs by 2028, and confirms 
the council’s ambition for how towns, villages and 
rural areas will grow and change. It also endorses the 
policies against which the council will judge planning 
applications for homes, businesses, community facil¬ 
ities and infrastructure provision across the district. 

The next step is for the council to make the proposed 
changes and present the final Local Plan to a meeting 
of full council on March 5th. Councillors will be asked 
to approve and adopt the plan and allow the policies 
to come into full effect. 

Councillor Tim Carroll, deputy leader and portfolio 
holder for Finance and Spatial Planning, whose re¬ 
sponsibilities include the Local Plan, emphasised the 
importance of the conclusions in the Inspector’s Re¬ 
port. 

He commented: “This is a major milestone for the 
council. The overall conclusion of the inspector is that 
the SSDC Local Plan and the 12 modifications that 
were incorporated during the process are sound and 
therefore the plan itself is capable of adoption without 
any further change. 

“It has been a lengthy process and I would pay trib¬ 
ute to everyone’s hard work over the last few years. 
We have reacted positively to the inspector's requests 
to make changes and it is pleasing that these have now 
been confirmed. These changes have been fully de¬ 
bated and subject to extensive consultation. 


“The plan focuses on bringing much needed homes 
and jobs to the district in the right number and place 
and having the formal sign-off by the Inspector puts 
the council in a stronger position to make better deci¬ 
sions about the future of South Somerset and to resist 
inappropriate or speculative applications. We will now 
move quickly to formally adopt the plan and that date 
has now been set for March 5th for a meeting of all 
councillors”. 

Despite the inspector finding the Local Plan 
“sound”, Conservative parliamentary candidate for the 
Yeovil constituency, Marcus Fysh, has questioned the 
process the council has followed over the past eight 
years to reach this point. 

He said he has “mixed feelings” about the report, as 
many good things are at risk from the bad, and claimed 
the proposed housing figure was too high, which he 
fears will “do a huge disservice to our district”. 

'Not as simple as it seems' 

Mr Fysh commented: “It's now about eight years and 
over £2.8million of public money which have been 
spent by South Somerset District Council attempting 
to make and adopt a Local Plan, a document with 
power in law to direct how much housing should be 
built and where it will go in our area. 

“Having found the initial plan submitted in 2013 un¬ 
sound, the planning inspector sent to our area by the 
Planning Inspectorate to assess the proposals has now 
issued his decision on a plan revised and resubmitted 
by South Somerset District Council last year. 

“In that decision he has found the amended plan 
sound, although the decision has some peculiar rea¬ 
soning and assertions that suggest he may not have 
properly applied his mind, which may tempt oppo¬ 
nents of the plan to challenge it, and it is not as simple 
a matter as it seems. 

“A lot appears to have been left to the concept of 
‘early review’, in which the housing figures will be 
looked at bi-annually. 

“And that gets to the nub of the problem with this 
plan and the process the council has followed to get to 
this stage: sadly, it may not be the last we hear about 
controversial planning decisions in our area. 


“It is true that an 
adopted plan should give 
certainty to residents and 
developers alike, and on 
the face of it we should 
welcome that the inspec¬ 
tor has not sent the district 
council right back to the 
drawing board. 

“But the housing figure 
is a key problem. The 
council has been obsessed 
with keeping the overall 
housing requirement 
high, despite good evi¬ 
dence that it is too high, to 
the extent that many as¬ 
pects of the plan have 
changed over the years, 
but the one thing that 
strangely has not, has been the 15,950 house building 
figure they have ‘aspired’ to over 20 years. Some say 
it is because they get extra revenue as a ‘New Homes 
Bonus’, which allows them to avoid cutting their 
spending cloth to suit in other areas (this amounted to 
£3million last year). 

“Somehow they seem to have persuaded the inspec¬ 
tor, against the evidence and legal precedent, to keep 
this number, which I fear will do a huge disservice to 
our district in the medium term. 

“The problem is that the housing figure means that 
over 1,000 new houses per annum will need to be built 
in the district in each of the next five years if the dis¬ 
trict is not to be adjudged at planning appeals as not 
having met its target. Were the target not met, in plan¬ 
ning law the Local Plan would be regarded as not up 
to date and would not apply at appeal hearings, there¬ 
fore it would be ‘open season’ for developers again. 

“There is only one year in the last 20 in which more 
than 1,000 houses were built, when the district 
grabbed money on offer from Gordon Brown and fast 
tracked developments with a mixed record at at Wyn- 
dham Park and Wincanton. The rest of the time the 


district has built around 500 houses per year, which 
gives an idea just how far short we could fall behind. 

“So, it is with mixed feelings that I look at the in¬ 
spector's report. A lot of the good things in the plan 
are sadly at risk from the bad things. I am not against 
all development, but it has to be in the right place and 
have the right infrastructure and facilities. 

“In Chard, for example, we want to get the regener¬ 
ation scheme in place and not overload the roads 
through the town, and the plan looks to do that, but 
this will not apply if the district's housing target is 
missed. 

“In Ilminster we want development to complement 
the existing town, not turn the town into an over-built 
dormitory. Over-development is a risk if the housing 
target is missed, a recipe for even more unhappiness 
on all sides of the town's development issues. 

“Crewkeme and Wincanton have been told they may 
get more housing, depending on early review by the 
council, and would lose control if the housing target 
is missed. 

“And Yeovil, which needs to get more people living 
downtown to regenerate and support its businesses, 
shops and restaurants, but doesn't on the real numbers 
require yet more big urban extensions, faces yet more 
bolt-on green field developments that do little to up¬ 
grade the town's infrastructure. That process would 
just accelerate and be even less controlled if the house 
build target is not met, with consequent problems for 
school places, traffic and health care availability. 

“South Petherton faces similar pressures that could 
get even worse. 

“One thing is clear to me; the old thinking about de¬ 
velopment in our area is stale. A huge opportunity has 
been missed locally to plan for development in many 
areas that will solve problems rather than create them. 

“I do hope later this year local Conservative coun¬ 
cillors may be in a position to review these matters and 
put proper solutions in place, in control of the district 
council. To do that we need to vote for them though. I 
will certainly give them my full support.”

AFTER forming five years ago, the 
Broadway Walking Group has now 
clocked up a collective 9,000 miles on a 
variety of local footpaths and walkways 
in South Somerset. 

Volunteer walk leader, Elaine Labrom, 
set up the group in 2009 and she's now 
expanding by setting up a brand new 
beginners'walk from llminster's Sum- 
mervale Surgery every Thursday after¬ 
noon, leaving at 2.30pm. 

Elaine explained: "All walks are free 
and led by trained health walk leaders, 
enabling everyone to walk at their own 
pace, safe in the knowledge they won’t 
be on their own or have to worry about 
getting lost. 

"Apart from the obvious health bene¬ 
fits, many health group walkers value 
the social aspect of group walking too.

The Broadway group forms part of 
South Somerset District Council's suc¬ 
cessful Health Walk scheme which has 
received national accreditation from 
Walking for Health.

Neroche DFAS members learn 
about history of Russian art

IN July 1918 Tsar 
Nicholas II of Russia, first 
cousin of Britain’s King 
George V, was executed 
alongside his immediate 
family in the city of Yeka¬ 
terinburg. 

The Stalinist government 
which emerged from the 
subsequent years of inter¬ 
nal strife was to impact on 
all aspects of society, in¬ 
cluding the arts. By 1932, 
artists were no longer able 
to choose the subjects they 
painted or how they 
painted them. Instead the 
state set out strict guide¬ 
lines for all forms of artis¬ 
tic endeavour under the auspices of what 
was termed Soviet Realism. Stalin was 
determined to suppress artistic freedom. 

In a stimulating talk, Theodora Clarke, 
an expert on Russian and Soviet art, in¬ 
troduced 130 members of Neroche Dec¬ 
orative and Fine Art Society (DFAS) to 
artists such as Kandinsky, Malevich, 
Tatlin, Lissitzky, Goncharova, Chagall, 
Rodchenko and Popova. Some names 
were familiar to branch members, others 
were not. 

Theodora demonstrated how the qual¬ 
ity of paintings by several 19th century 
Russian landscape artists was on a par 
with those produced by more well- 
known Western European contempo¬ 
raries. In particular, the incredibly 
realistic and evocative winter forest 
scenes of Ivan Shishkin. 

Shishkin was a member of the Wander¬ 
ers (the Peredvizhniki), a group of Russ¬ 
ian realist artists who formed their own 
co-operative in protest against the rigid 
restrictions of the Russian Academy of 


Arts in Saint Petersburg. In the early 
decades of the 20th century, Kandinsky 
and Chagall carved out reputations in the 
West while other artists were in effect 
condemned to relative anonymity. 

Art was not only exploited for political 
reasons under Stalin. Theodora ex¬ 
plained how a tradition of propaganda 
could be traced back to Catherine the 
Great (1729-1796). Paintings of her by 
artists such as Dmytro Levytsky were 
designed to portray her as a powerful 
ruler, equal to any male monarch. An 
avid patron of the arts, her personal col¬ 
lection was to form the beginnings of the 
now world-famous Hermitage Museum 
in St Petersburg. 

Neroche DFAS is the oldest branch of 
The National Association of Decorative 
and Fine Art Societies in the South West 
and holds monthly talks at Dillington 
House by leading experts in their field, 
throughout the year.

HMS Formidable, the first battleship to be sunk in the 
First World War, was hit by German torpedo in the early 
hours of New Year's Day, 1915. Of the 780- aboard, 35 
officers and 512 men died, with some survivors man¬ 
aging to reach the shores of Lyme Regis after a 22- 
hour struggle in a pinnace. 

Six of the men who died were buried in Lyme Regis 
cemetery, and a service was held at the graveside 100 
years to the hour after their funeral on January 6th. 

A spokesperson for Chard RNA said: "The ceremony at 
the Lyme Regis cemetery was well attended with rep¬ 
resentation of 14 standards of both the Royal Naval As¬ 
sociations of Area 4 and the Royal British Legion. 

"Also present were senior and junior rates from HMS 
Vivid Plymouth, the Army, civil dignitaries and mem¬ 
bers of the general public including those relatives of 
those lost at sea in the sinking of Formidable. Chard 
was well represented with five members other than its 
standard bearer. 

"The weather stayed dry but cold and the service was 
followed up with food and drink supplied at the Pilot 
Boat Inn, which helped in the rescue operation in 
1915.

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County council start move to 
district council's Yeovil offices 


STAFF at Somerset County Council 
have started their move this week to 
join South Somerset District Council 
colleagues at their offices at Brymp- 
ton Way, Yeovil. 

Children’s social care, adult’s so¬ 
cial care and Aspire, which supports 
adults with learning disabilities, are 
among the county council services 
that will be based at Brympton Way, 
having relocated from offices at 
Maltravers House in Yeovil and 
Holyrood Lace Mill in Chard. 
County council services will be 
using one floor of the existing dis¬ 
trict offices. 

By sharing the premises, the two 
councils will benefit from working 
more closely together. The move fol¬ 
lows on from what has already been 
achieved in other parts of the county, 
where the county and district coun¬ 
cils share offices in Shepton Mallet, 
Wiliton and Bridgwater, making it 
easier for residents to access the pub¬ 
lic services they need in one place. 

It marks the next phase in Somerset 
County Council’s mission to save 
money on office buildings, reducing 
the number of offices by sharing 
spaces with district councils and 
other partners. 

The Smart Programme is projected 
to save almost a million pounds a 
year, once complete, which can be 
put into delivering core services for 
the people of Somerset. 

Councillor David Huxtable, Som¬ 


erset County Council’s Cabinet 
Member for Resources, said: “This 
is a very welcome move. Sharing 
these offices will help us work even 
more closely with our partners at 
South Somerset District Council, 
providing better value for money 
and better access to the services we 
provide. The success of our shared 
office spaces in South Somerset just 
shows that Somerset’s residents re¬ 
ally do value having their key serv¬ 
ices in one place.” 

Councillor Henry Hobhouse, South 
Somerset District Council portfolio 
holder for property services, said: 
“This is a win-win arrangement with 
both councils saving money and 
making the most efficient use of 
available space within our offices. 
We have created the capacity to ac¬ 
commodate county council col¬ 
leagues at Brympton Way by a 
combination of adopting flexible and 
more efficient working practices, 
‘budging up’ the staff, hot desking 
and introducing improved technol¬ 
ogy* 

“As staff numbers have reduced in 
recent years the county council rep¬ 
resented the logical option in using 
the spare capacity of the building. 
However, it isn’t just about bricks 
and mortar as we all believe that 
working from the same space will 
provide an opportunity to deliver 
better integrated services to the pub¬ 
lic.”

Outcry over Shudrick Valley decision comes as no surprise 


■ THE strength of the public outcry 
over this week's decision by llminster 
Town Council to raise no objections to 
the proposed development in Shudrick 
Valley comes as no surprise. 

As was rightly pointed out at the 
meeting, it would be difficult to do so 
under current planning law, without a 
valid planning reason. 

However, there is the argument that, 
increasingly, local councils are being 
asked to make vital decisions about the 
future of their communities, without the 
appropriate level of input from statu¬ 
tory authorities that is essential in help¬ 
ing them to make informed decisions. 

Furthermore, our local councillors are 
largely an untrained body of volunteers, 
and at this local level, unpaid, who may 
not always have the necessary skills to 
properly evaluate and pass judgement 
on such key issues. There is no test of ca¬ 
pability for anyone wanting to put 
themselves forward, although perhaps 
there should be, along with a flack 


jacket perhaps? 

With the supposed focus on commu¬ 
nity engagement, and with increased 
pressure on local communities to fend 
for themselves, it does raise the ques¬ 
tion of the extent to which local people 
feel that their views are listened to, and 
represented. 

The huge increase in Freedom of Infor¬ 
mation requests, in all areas, is testa¬ 
ment to the current level of 
dissatisfaction felt by the electorate, 
who are increasingly feeling excluded 
from the decision making process. 
Where they feel that the process is not 
open and fair they will naturally want to 
probe and question; and in the face of 
an outcome adverse to their own de¬ 
sires, they will not go away quietly to 
lick their wounds, but will continue to 
fight for what they believe in, as 
is they are perfectly entitled to 
do. 

There are of course accusa¬ 
tions of NIMBYism, but let's face 


it we are all capable of taking such a 
stance when as home owners and tax 
payers the impact on our own lives of 
any decision made (whether it be a 
housing development, highways mat¬ 
ter, or new supermarket) is likely to be a 
negative one. 

I predict that the upcoming local elec¬ 
tions will throw up some interesting re¬ 
sults and, one hopes, a much higher 
turnout. Exercising one's right to vote is 
a fundamental right and obligation in a 
democratic society. Unless we all 
choose to participate we can have little 
cause to complain when those who rep¬ 
resent us appear to take little notice of 
what we want, whether through igno¬ 
rance, lack of experience, or sheer 
bloody mindedness.
